leys are scarce. Third rate barleys are 
plentiful, foreign wheats are duller. 
Inure -were seven arrivals and three sales. 
Two cargoes were withdrawn and three 
remoined—onofrom Oregon, ouo from 
Chili and one frons'jCcliforDia. At to-day's 
market wheat, tlour and corn are un- 
changed. Mulling barley was 1 shilling 
lower.

wounded people landed at Capo GIrarde.au 
Tuesday morning. Tho details of the disaster 
aro nn'aijor, but tho following fucH havo be^ii 
obtjiinablo: Tho steamor La Mascotto, plying 
between Sc. Louis und Capo G-irardyan, on 
tho JliNiissippi river, exploded her boiler 
about noon at Nooly's Landing, d few miles 
below Grand Tower, 111. Thero is no tele- 
graph or telephone communication at Nuoly'a 
Landing, and nothing \vas known of the dis- 
aster until Tuesday ovoiung. Tlie first infonna- 
tioiu-ame from Capo Girardoau,where the tow- 
boat Kiiglo arrived with tho victims. Fur- 
ther than th is thet'o are no details. 


La Mascotto was owned in Evansviile, Iml., 


und was valued at S=JO,000. 


LATEii! The Eagle had on board thirty- 


five of tho passongei-s and crow of tho steamor 
La Mascoito. Sho also brought down tho 
bodies of throo children and ono woman, 
victims of tho disaster. It :s thought tliat 
between eighteen and twenty-two lives wero 
lost, but only a. partial list is obtainable at 
prusont, the passenger register boing missing.

They 
would hesitate at nothing to prevent his elec- 
tion, but iie believed if tho workingmon 
would stand firm and niako a united effort 
the victory would bo accomplinhed. 


"If elected— iis I bollevo I will bo"— ho sold, 


"I will do mj utmcMt to discharge my duties 
faithfully and well, and to givo tho people of 
this city u clean government. I will enforce 
the laws against friends its fully as against 
foes. I will bo mayor of the whole city and 
preserve order at all risks.'- Mr. Georgo 
spoke of tho uecessity of political reform and 
of social reform. He thought this movement 
was tho beginning ot tbo overthrow of indus- 
trial slavery in this country. If the working- 
men would stand boldly and bravely together, 
ftuccesrf might come, and they would have tho 
honor of having led tho van in this move- 
ment for tlie emancipation of human labor.

It was a 
movement of tlie masses against tho class 
robbers. • Politics, he said, were rotten to the 
core, and the movement not only aims at 
political reform but also at social reform.

will not indict injury upon either employer 
or workman. 
Tho plan represented by Mr.' 


Norton, of Chicago, to tho special session of 
tho gouoral assembly at Cleveland, is a good 
one in r.early every particular, and if the 
workingmen's associations agree upon tho 
putting into practice such'a. plan, it can bo 
dono without ft jar or friction.

man need strike, nor need business bo un- 
settled. .. 


Bcrore n. suort-lioiir system that will be of 


any benefit to mankind can bo inaugurated, 
tho relation which tho workman bears to the 
labor-saving rnnchino must undergo a radi- 
ieoi chunpo. Shorten tho hours of. labor un- 
der our present system, and tho streets will 
not bo emptied of their idle thousands. More 
machines will bo erected and more children 
called into service to feed them. Tho asser- 
tion that tlia advocate of short hours desires 
to stop production ia ' false. It is to make 
production gradual, healthy and have it ke.op 
pneo with tho wants of consumers, keeping 
all men employed, so.'that idleness will dis- 
appear and the productfi- raiimin a consumer 
to bis fullost capacity that we desire a short- 
ening of tho hours of labor. Visit our lai-(,'« 
and small factories, and yon Mud that tho 
mechanic of tin past Ls but tho feeder of tho 
machine of tho present. ' Wo already hoar of 
machines in coureo of i»i'fcetion whieh will
